Magnolia is a deciduous shrub or a high tree. 

It grows 5-7m tall, 14m at the highest, and has grayish silver 
or grayish brown bark. Its alternate leaves are large, thick, and 
oval-shaped, and measure 12cm (the longest 25cm) in length 
and 7-8cm (the largest 15cm) in width. Flowers bloom white at 
the fresh branch tips. Fragrant flowers are 6-8cm (the largest 
11cm) in diameter. Fruits are conelike follicles. It is propagated 
by seeds, grafting, cutting and division.
